It was ascertained through Mr* R. F. IDFTIN, Post- 
master, at Troutmans, that Post Offl.ce Sax 148 is assigned to 
SARAH HPPARD, the wife of FRED R*/IIPPARD, who resides at Route 
3 , Statesville, North Carolina. This box was rented by Mrs, 

HPPARD in about August or September of 1946, while she had a job 
checking attendance at theatres for Warner Brothers, in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. At this time she got the mail out of Charlotte, 
and the box was presumably rented by her in order that she would 
get her more expeditiously. She has since ceased working for 
t-M«i organization, but has maintained the box nevertheless. 

Mr. DDF TIN said that he was acquainted with the back- 
ground of SARAH HPPARD. He stated that her father CHAHHJS E. 
TROUTMAN had been a life long resident of Iredell County , North 
Carolina. SARAH HPPARD has a sister DORIS and a brother named 
FRED. Mr. IDFTIN pointed out that many years ago Mr. TROUTMAN se- 
parated from his first wife, and that FRED and DORIS evidently left 
the vicinity of ’frontmans at that time, ostensibly accompanying 
their father.

You will recall that Mary -Jane Keeney is a contact oi numerous : « 

subjects in the Gregory case and was a former employee of the Foreign Economics P \ ft, -0 
Administration and the 'State Department until her resignation in June, 19U6. Her* ‘ <0 

husband, Philip OlirT Keeney, is presently in Japan as a civilian employee of the War _ 
-Department making a 'survey and setting up a library system for the American military 
Government. 

You may also recall that Vary Jane has been making plans to join her husband 
in Japan as a dependent wife of a civilian Government employee, and that she had in- 
tended to leave from the West Coast sometime in the latter part of March or first part 
of April, 19 U7 4 

A memorandum setting out the activities of Mr. and Mrs. Keeney was made 
available to the State Department and to Colonel Forney at the War Department on 
ftebruary 25, 19U7. The War Department has sent out information with regard to 
Philip Keeney to the theater of operations in Japan for appropriate administrative 
action. In the meantime Mary Jane has gone forward with her plans to join her husband 
and has disposed of some of her furniture, sold her automobile and has given up her 
apartment. Her luggage is in storage at Fort Myer, Virginia, to be moved by the 
Army to the West Coast. She has been advised by the War Department that it will not 
be necessary for her to obtain a passport; that she can proceed when she receives a 

Port call; and that after her arrival in Japan her passport when issued Trill be for^ - 

warded to her. The War Department advised her that all she has to do is to certify 
that she has made application for a passport. 

On April 3, 19h7, Mary Jane Keeney received a letter from the Passport 
Division of the State Department advising her that a passport will not be issued as, 
the result of a review of her passport file. Thereafter she began making contacts- 
with individuals whom she believed could be of some assistance to her in determining 
what was behind the refusal of her passport, and particularly to cause Mrs it Shipley 
of the Passport Division of the State Department to change-her decision.

After Philip and Vary Jane Keeney acred to Washington In 19l*0, 
they began a a Vin g social acquaintances with employees at tha Library of 
Congress, a nsaber af whoa have bean reported to be nesfcere of tha Cqscu~ 
nlat Party, Gradually they broadened their acquaintances and becssta 
active in the Washington Cooperative Bookshop, which has bean reported to 
be an outlet for CosRuniat propaganda in Washington, this organisation 
has bean declared subversive by the Attorney Central of tha United States 
Vary Jane Keeney beoaae a amber af the Board of trustees of tha Bookshop 
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MbM^atotljr^ th# tMDqrt moim ao^^ftlat+d with tammrws 
individuals la Washington who are known and suspeoicd Coaanmteta. in- 
cluding Bathaa Gregory SUvermaster and hia wife, Helen, and William 
Ludwig nilmaa/whe bar* been reported a a primary functionaries in sus- 
pected Soviet espionage activities. Tha Keeneys ara alao acquainted with 
Hobart Talbott Killer III and Maori ca Balperln, who ara suepeeted of being 
.engaged in aiailar activities. 

On Korrweber 1, lpb5, Mazy Jma fees #y departed fro* the Uhited 
State# for Europe, where ahe was attached to tha Allied Co cai salon for 
Reparations, Her duties took her to /ranee #od German y, where aha made 
oon tacts with tha "resistance movenant", ‘Which la allegedly Ccawuniet 
do m i n ate d . At about tha sane tine Philip Keeney obtained a paaiticn 
with the War Department aa a Reeeareh Specialist in Tokyo, Japan. 

Prior to hia departure, Hiilip Keane/ node a trip to Haw York 
City, where he wade contact with known Coicrunista and had several visits 
with an unknown individual who was referred to by hi* and hia wife by 
cover name only. Reliable and confidential source# have advieed that 
Hr* Keeney contacted this individual in order to advise hi* of hi#, 
Keeney’s, forthcoming position in Japan s&d in order to discuss the Comsa- 
nist cause. Mr, Keeney sleo indicated that both he and hia wife might be 
©out acted by this individual in the future inasmuch as this person knew 
i their addresses. 

jury Jane Keeney returned to the United States from Europe on 
®* r * h ***** WTlval she was met by one Jolts Korehien, a 

known Caasanaist who is the paramour of Ursula Kassenaan. a strongly sus- 
pected Soviet espionage agent. Investigation revealed that immediately 
subsequent to her arrival, Mary Jane Koenc y turned over a package to Joseph 
M. Eamstoin, a suspected Soviet agent in Her York City, who is turn w'V r 
t-de package available to Alexander Trachtenberg, Secretmry-Troaaurer of 
the Ifetemational Publishers, ftieorporated, lew York City. Trachtenberg 
has been s high functionary in Coexmnict Party activities for many years. 

A reliable and confidential source has reported that this package was be- 

lieved bo have ^contained ^ wlll ^ a rrwnarfi political deputy who had 

died and that this will was brought back from Francs by Mrs. Keeney, 
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Oa D eeeober 17. 1?U5» a highly confidential source statdrthal 
Philip t»wij, who was than in Japan, advised hla alia that they sight 
Join forc« again in Japan or on another foreign thors. ftdlip indi- 
cated that It would bo wondarful if fbrtuns would take hit wif o to Russia 
bat ho hoped that they wL&A bo Ohio to go thoro together. Ho otatod 
thoro would bo vsoh for then both to see in that "groat land*. This sane I 
aouroo otatod that on February li*, 1 $ 1 ) 6 , Ho m«y odrUod hla wife that 
while in Japan ha found hineelf in a "nighty dUmaa". He stated that 
ho would nw to have a per a cm to talk things over 'with, but that ouch 
waa not tho case. He Otatod that tho Japanese Connmiat Party was about 
to be caught unawares and that this was unfortunate, though not too deadly 
duo to nany oircaaatanoea which nay develop before 1?U7» 

This oaan source otatod that on February 12, 191*6, Keeney ad- 
rlaed his wife that ana of tho majors in tho Any in Japan node reference 
to tho Canadian Soviet espionage caee and indicated that ho, the major, 
had previous information about the case before it was given publicity, 
hr. Keeney stated he would atay clear of this major in the ftatwrt. 

A highly reliable and o o a f id ont ial eource adriaed that hr. Keenly 
in describing the hay bay parade in Tokyo, which was held on May 1, 19^6, 
stated that the Japanese Communist Party members in the parade were 
splendid. He described it aa a dismal day but that it did not dampen the 
enthusiasm of the marchers moo carried banners of all kinds and descrip- 
tions. He stated that ha heard various persons maViitg remarks as various 
marchers passed by, but that he was secretly delighted with the whole 
display and wanted to bo in tho parade oarrylag a banner. This same source 
stated that on August 15, 1?1*£, Hr. Keeney stated he had a visit with ' 

Ztaro Sloan; r on that date. He said they both felt that no tiling would be 
settled in Japan until the country goes through a revolution and that the 
idea of ouch o thought is far ikon the way tho United States looks at 
things. Keeney maid he would keep in touch with Hinossy in the future 
since he, Keeney, is sure that he will be helpful in library work as in 
other affaire. 


Qa August 19, 191*6, Keeney discussed a speeoh that General 
to r . A r thur had nede, indicating that the Immediate problea for the Japanese 
people waa for then to ehooee between the two ideologies which were spread- 
ing in Japan, meaning democracy and cosamian. Hr. Keeney, in referring 
tc this speech, said he did net know what to think or what to aey. He 
that if Japan is to have a full-bloom red-baiting ^m»pajgn he does not knew 
what te doj that it would be safer tar hla to stay there from a physical 
aspect, but that certainly righ t - mi n d ad Aaerieaas would not take thls"elttlng 
down". Be said that up to the woment he was in the elear in a big way, but 
he does not know what is going te happen to others if a large rod-baiting 
campaign s-uould begin.
